IFBASUBES TO BBFOBH. 


The senate met at 11 o'clock yester- 
day. Senator Barrett (dem.) introduced 
a bill providing for a board of three 
trustees to have control over the two 
state prisons. The trustees shall be ap- 
pointed by the governor. 


Mr. Barrett's bill provides that one of 
these directors is to be a practical me- 
chanic and they are authorized to em- 
ploy at once a competent and expert ac- 
countant to examine the books at the 
southern prison and to at once bring suit 
against any officers or directors or em- 
ployes who may be indebted to the state 
on any account whatever. 


The directors are to serve four years 
at' an annual salary of 0800, and be sub- 
ject to removal by the governor. 
No 
provision is made as to whether or not 
they shall all be of one particular party, 
the bill leaving this open to the discre- 
tion of the governor. 
Senator Barrett 
made an effort to get the bill pasded 
under a suspension of the rules, in which 
he was supported by all the democratic 
senators, but there were not enough 
present to suspend the rules, the vote 
being twenty-eight to ten. 


Senator Sellers introduced a bill pro- 
viding for the appointment by the gov- 
ernor of a board of four trustees to have 
control of the management of the in- 
sane hospitals, the blind asylum and the 
deaf and dumb institutions. 
The biUs 
were referred to committees and will be 
taken up this afternoon. 


Both of these bills abolish all the of- 
fices and boards provided for by the ex- 
isting law known as the Brown bill, and 
proposes a complete reorganization of 
all the institntiors designated. 


THE

PBISON 
INVEBTIOATIOIR. 


The latest intimation from the south- 
em prison committee is that the short- 
age discovered is $20,000 on Howard's 
account, $15,000 additional on account 
of moneys appropriated 
for various 
other purposes, and $15,000 on still 
other accounts, making $50,000 in all 
in sight. 


It is understood that the experts have 
examined the books carefully for a per- 
iod covering only one year. 
Estimates 
of other years have been made and it is 
positively intimated that the total steal- 
ings for twelve years paal will amount to 
$150,000. 


Since the senate committee returned 
from the Jeffersonvilie prison they have 
received itemized accounts from the 
Louisville hotel where they stopped. 
While there they were told that all 
bills had been paid in advance by some 
nameless friend, that friend, and his 
name is Howard, has doubtless soured 
on the committee since he has leared 
the contents of their report and the na- 
ture of his fate. 


The investigation of the southern 
prison will be resumed some time this 
week. 
The members of the committee 
are all here to-day. 
The democrats are 
as indignant as the republicans. 
Mr. 
Patton, a democratic member of the 
committe, says: 
"The fact is, that the 
management of the prison has been rot- 
ten and corrupt in every way possible. 
Every man there seems to have gotten 
his 'bit' in some way."

The state treasury is again on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 
Interest on state 
bonds—$10,500—was forwarded from 
the general fund to New York to-day 
The vouchers for work done on the new 
insane hospitals, amounting to $18,000, 
issued last summer, were presented to 
the auditor this morning. 
If warrants 
are issued for them, the balance in the 
general fund will be less than $15,000. 
"We expect to close up to-night," said 
the deputy treasurer, "and no more can 
be paid from the general fund until the 
legislature fills the aching uoid."

At last a trans-Atlantic 
American 
steamship line is in contemplation. The 
Arrow Steamship and Ship Buüding 
company, after prospecting along the 
entire Atlantic coast, has selected and 
purchased the Marine railroad and ship 
yard located at Alexandria, Va., with 
the purpose of building a fleet of passen- 
ger steamships to ply between New York 
and Liverpool. The fleet is to consist of 
thirteen vessels, of which the Pocohon- 
tas is to be the pioneer. 
Work is to be 
commenced at once, and the first vessel 
is to be completed about the first of Oc- 
tober next. 
The projectors of this line 
expect to work a revolution in the trans- 
Atlantic trade, as their vessels are to be 
constructed upon an entirely new plan, 
will carry no freight except expres 
matter, and are expected to make the 
voyage in a little more than four days. 
The Pocohontas is to be an iron and 
steel ship, and instead of being built on 
lateral lines she will be built upon sixty- 
eight tranverse steel walls or bulkheads, 
seven and a half feet apart each of the 
full size and accurate shape of a eross 
section of the vessel. 
These walls will 
have openings cut in them for the sa- 
loons, passage ways, tunnels, etc., with 
vertical longitudal walls through them, 
thus making 1060 water-tight compart- 
ments, of which 500 are to be a water- 
line. She will be provided with com- 
pound engines of 27,986 horse power, 
capable of giving a speed of twenty-two 
knots an hour. Mr. R. M. Fryer, the 
chief engineer and inventor, believes 
that he has solved the problem of safe 
and at the same time, rapid ocean navi- 
gation. 
We sincerdy hope he has. The 
bold manner in which the company haa 
set about carrying out the 
project 
evinces unbounded faith in the enter- 
prise, and the public will be glad if it 
should meet with the full measure of an- 
ticipated success.

THE Chicago Journal of Gommerò^ 
has obtained statements from most ol 
the rail-mills of the country for the 
purpose of making an estimate of the 
maximum capacity 
for 
manufacture 
during the current year. 
It gives a 
total of about 3,670,000 tons, justifying 
the claim that an estimate of 3,000,000 
tons per annum is within bounds. 
Of 
course it does not follow that the mills 
will actually turn out so much during 
1887. 
That has to be determined by 
the demand, with some other considera» 
tions which may have to be compared 
with it. 
As contracts are said to have 
been already made for nearly 2,000,000 
tons, it is not impossible that the mills 
will find business enough to keep them 
employed till next January.

MAINE, 


^roaptoi of a Very Large S one Crop— 


Planting Clover Seed with Mustard Pltu- 
tfrs. 
The State of Maine is a good place 
in which to experiment with prohibi- 
tion, but it is not a good place to farm 
it in very largely. 


In the first place, the season is gen- 
erally a little reluctant 
When I was 
up near Moosehead lake, a short time 
ago, people werj driving across that 
boil v of water on the ice with perfect 
impunity. 
That is one thing that in- 
terferes with the farminu' bu.sinesH in 
Maine. If a vonn;? man is sleigh-riding 
every nfghi until midnight, he doesn't 
feel like hoeing corn the following day. 
Any man who has ever had his feet 
frost-bitten while bugging potatoes will 
aprree with me that it takes away the 
chiirm of pastoral pursuits. 
It is this 
desire to amali^amate dog days aud 
Santa Claus that has injured Maine as 
an agricultural hot-bed. 


Another reason that might be assigned 
for refrainin<i from agricultural pursuits 
in Maine is that the agitatois of the soil 
find, when it is too late, that the soil 
itself, wliich is essential to the success- 
ful propagation of crops, has not been in 
use in Maine for years. 
While all over 
the iState thero is a magnificent stone 
foundation on whiííh a farm might 
safely rest, the superstructure, or farm 
pro])er, has not been secured. 


If 
I bad known when 1 passed 
tlirongh Minnesota and Illinois what a 
sc'il iaiiiine there was in Maine, I 
sbonM have brought some Avith me. 


I'he stone croj) ti\is year in Maine 
wiil be very greit. 
If they do not 
crack open during the drv weather, 
there will be H great juany. 
The stone 
bruise is also looking unusually well 
for Ihis season of the year, and chil- 
blains were in full bloom when I was 
there. 


In the neighborhood of Pittstield 
the country seems to run largely to 
cold water and 
chattel 
mortgages. 
Some think that rum iias always kept 
Maine back, bnt 1 claim that it has 
been wet feet. 
In another Sabbath 
morning talk I will refer to the matter 
of'rum in Maine more fully. 


The agricultural resources of Pitts- 
field and vicinity are not great, the 
principal exports being spruce gum 
and Christmas trees. 
Here also the 
huckleberry hath her home. 
But the 
country seems to run largely to Christ- 
mas trees, They were not yet in bloom 
when I visited the State, so it was too 
early to gather popcorn balls and 
Christmas i)re8ent8. 


Here, near I'ittsfield, is the birth- 
place of the only original wormless 
dried-apple pie with which we gene- 
rally insult our gastric economy when 
we lunch along the railroad. 
These 
pies, when properly kiln dried anvl riv- 
eted, with German silver monogram on 
top, if fitted out with Yale time-lock, 
make the best fire and burglar-proot 
wormless 
pies of 
commerce. 
They 
take the jdace of civil war, and as a 
promoter of intestinal strife, they have 
no equal. 
• 


The farms^in Maine are fenced in 
with stone wills. 
I do not know why 
this is done, for 1 did not see anything 
on these farms that any one would nat- 
urally yearn to carry away with him. 


I saw some sheep in one of these in- 
closures. Their steiel-pointed bills were 
lyinji on the wall n ar tlii-m, anil they 
were resting their .lus in the crisp, 
frosty morning air. 
in another inclo- 
sure a farmer was planting clover seed, 
with a hypodermic syringe, and cover- 
ing it with a mustard plaster. 
He said 
that last year hin clover was u com- 
plete failure because his musta^<,l plas- 
ters were no good. 
Ho had triod to 
save money by u.sing .second-liand mus- 
tard plasters, aud, of course, the clover 
eeei^missinsjf the Avarm stimulus, neg- 
lected to rally, and the crop was u fail- 
ure. 


Here may be noticed the can VÌI s-back 
moose and a strong antipathy to good 
rum. 
I do not wonder that the people 
of Maine are hostile to rum—if they 
judge all rum by Maine rum. 
The 
moose is one of the most gamey of the 
finny tribe. 
He is caught in the fall of 
the year with a double-barrel shotgun 
and a pair of snow-shoes.

OoMMEKTiKQ on the recent statements ^ 
made with exclamation points, to the 
effect that two of the largest checks 
for money ever drawn in New York 
have just been framed, the first for $1,- 
000,000, signed by C. Vanderbilt, and 
the second for $6,000,000, signed by W. 
H. Yanderbilt, a corrmpondeiil^of the 
New York Tribune writes: "When I 
was a clerk in the banking house of Jaj 
Cooke & Co., $1,000,000 checks were 
not so uncommon as to be^ -thought 
worthy of framing. At that time, about 
1868, the Government was converting 
the 7-30 notes into new 5-20s. 
Jay 
Cooke & Co., used frequently to de- 
liver $1,000,000 in 7-30s at a time to the 
Sub-Treasury, and we thought nothing 
of it. 
I remember going over with $2,- 
000,000 and getting a check for that 
sum and interest added, 
I carried in 
one lot to Fish & Hatch $1,000,000 new 
5-20s. 
They were just off the Govern- 
ment presses, and were numbered con- 
secutively. 
For these I got a check for 
a million and some odd thousands. The 
smallest check that I ever saw was for 
1 cent. It was drawn by a Western oflS- 
cial on the Treasury of the Unitec 
States. 
That check excited more re- 
mark by the clerks who saw it than any 
of the SI.000.000 ones.

REMINISCENCES 
OF 
PUBLIC 
MEN. 


BY BEN : PERIIEY POOBB. 


Ed. Harte was a native of New York, 
and for many years correspondent of 
the Evening Post and the Courier and 
Enquirer, 
He was an officer in the 
Mexican war and a man of great ability. 
After the war broke out he went to 
California for his health. 
On his re- 
turn he died of consumption, from 
which he had long been a sufferer 
Harte married a Miss Holmead, and re- 
sided at the Holmead place on the Sev- 
enth-street road. 
Harte was originally 
a Democrat, but was converted to Whig- 
ism in 1840, 
From 1852 to his death 
he was a pretty rabid abolitionist 


Gen. Frederick W. Lander's sudden 
death cast a gloom over Washington. 
Secretary Stanton conveyed the sad 
news to Mrs. Lander, who was a guest 
at 
the house 
of 
Secretary Chase. 
Wounded at the battle of Bail's Bluff, 
the General had come to Washington 
for surgical advice, and before he was 
reported as convalescent he returned 
to the command of his brigade on the 
upper Potomac. 
To him the ease of 
"Winter quarters" was insupportable, 
aud he made a dash into the enemy's 
lines, which, while it was successful, 
was the last act in his life's drama. His 
over-strained nerves refused to bear 
him up longer, and turning over his 
command he took to his bed and soon 
became insensible. 
After remaining in 
that condition for twenty-eight hours 
he breathed his last, and his remains 
wei'e brought to Washington, from 
whence, with an impressive military 
display, they were taken to his home at 
Salem. 


Soon after Senator Sumner became 
chairiuan of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Keiations, there was referred to 
it the claim of Alexander J. Atocha, 
for half a million of dollars. 
He was 
a courtly, dignified old Mexican hidalgo 
with snow-white hair, whose lower^ 
limbs had been so paralyzed that he 
was forced to walk on crntches. 
The 
claim w as for damages sustained be- 
cause of his friendship to the American 
army of occupation in the halls of the 
Montezumas, and it had no legal basis. 
Subsequently some adroit lawyers ob- 
tained control of the claim, and al- 
though the old gentleman died, his 
widow and children finally received a 
judgment in the Court of Claims for 
$400,000, which was to be paid out of 
the spei ial indemnity fund- That fund, 
however, had become reduced, so that 
the balance available was only a little 
more than $200,(}()0. 
Out of this the 
lawyers rt -eived large fees, although it 
was reporied that Gen, Butler was half 
an hour late in appearing at the Treas- 
ury Department to claim his. 
Alter 
the settlement of all the claims there 
only remained for distribution about 
$20,000, of «liicli the widow received 
$6,296 and each of tiie three children 
$1,197. 


Gen. Robert I '.dmund Lee visited the 
Capitol ou the afternoon of Feb. 17, 
1866, and I accidentally met him in one 
of the corridors. 
He recognized me at 
once, and niter an exchange of saluta- 
tions enquired the way to the room occu- 
pied by the -foint Committee on llecon- 
struction. I escorted him to the door, 
and I afterwards learned that he was 
rather coldly received on his entrance 
by the sub-committee 
on Virg^inia, 
which was Mr. Washburn of Illmoia, 
Con&ling of New York, and Blow of 
Missouri. He appeared to feel the man- 
ner iii?which he was received, and sub- 
mitted to a long examination which did 
not elicit any new fact. 
Indeed, he 
was quite reticent, and did not volun- 
teer any remark beyond the proper an- 
swer to the question put to him. 
He 
•aid that, so far as he had opportunities 
for learning, the people of Virginia; had 
accepted to result of the war in good 
faith and were anxious for a restord 
amity in the Union. 
When pressed by 
a question, he was said to have inti- 
mated that the feeling for the I'nion 
was much stronger just after the close 
of the war than at that time, aud there 
appeared to him to be some impatience 
among the people that men who had 
not been identified with the war in the 
Bonth should be prevented from repre- 


•enting their States in Congress. 
He 
declared there was a disposition to treaf 
the freedmen well for their own inter- 
est as well as for that of the white 
people. 
He expressed a decided hope 
that the Government might endure for, 
all time» and regarded the course of 
President Johnson and Gen. Grant 
toward to Soitth as liberal and humane. 
It was plain to the com^iittee that Gen. 
Lee fonnd himself in a very unpleasant 
position and he did not communicate 
very freely. 
A crowd awaited liis ap- 
pearance from the 
committee-room, 
and followed him from the Capitol 
down Pennsylvania avenue to his hotel. 
A large number of people called upon 
him, but he avoided, ad far a- possible, 
all publicity^ The stenographer's nptes, 
when written out, were sent to hitu for 
correction, and he made a few verbal 
changes.
